Incident Summary:  On June 14, 2020 at approximately 1:26 p.m., Patrol officers were dispatched to the 
front of 1715 Shady Lane Road on a male who was lying in the street unconscious.  Upon the officer’s 
arrival they located the victim, Scott Belton, who was suffering from a head injury.  Mr. Belton was 
initially transported to Mt. Carmel East in stable condition.  Upon arrival at the hospital, Mr. Belton's 
condition was downgraded to life threatening. 
 
Investigative detectives learned Mr. Belton confronted an unknown black female and an unknown black 
male who were riding on a dirt bike together on Shady Lane Road.  During the confrontation Mr. Belton 
grabbed the female and the male shoved Mr. Belton, causing him to fall to the ground.  When Mr. Belton 
fell to the ground, the back of his head struck the roadway.  The male and the female fled the area on the 
dirt bike.
